US. Ruling in Village Case Exempts 
Indians' Land Income from Taxes 


Income received by Indians from 
the sale of trust patented land is 
not subject to state Inheritance 
taxes or state income taxes, ac­ 
cording to a recent ruling by Judge 
William 
Mathes 
of the 
United 
States 
District 
Court, 
Southern 
District of California. 
The decision was rendered in 
the case of Lee Arenas and Eleu- 
teria Brown Arenas, in which they 
were forced to sell part of their 
alloled lands to pay attorney fees. 
Judge Mathes' decision was bas­ 
ed in part on a ruling in April 
by the U.S. Supreme Court which 


said that income from sale of tim ­ 
ber cut from trust patented land 
is not subject to federal income 
tax. 
Although 
no ruling has been 
made by the Internal Revenue de­ 
partm ent. 
this ruling in effect 
would exempt local Indians from 
paying federal taxes on revenues 
received from leasing their allot- 
ed lands. 
It also could be the basis for 
suits to recover taxes paid in the 
past. 
Neither ruling affects land to 
which the Indian owner has fee or 
clear title.

Congressional Report 


By JOHN PHILLIPS 


This weekly letter is indebted 
to Representative Craig Hosmcr, 
the very able Congressman from 
Long Beach, for a practical re­ 
minder of the approaching pri­ 
mary election 
and the impor­ 
tance of the absentee privilege in 
California. 
Nobody could have 
better evidence of that ballot than 
your own Congressman, one of 
whose elections was decided by 
the absentee ballot count. 
Mr. Hosmer gave his entire 
weekly letter te the importance 
of voting in the primary, and he 
included mimeographed f o r m s 
which could be used to request 
an absentee ballot. 
It is char­ 
acteristic of the service his con­ 
stituents have received from (hat 
office. 
» 
An absentee ballot may be re­ 
quested from the County Clerk in 
Riverside or Imperial counties 
not later than May 31. It is de­ 
sirable to ask for one as quickly 
as possible as the voter must 
mark it and have it back in the 
mail with a postmark on or be­ 
fore election day, June 5. Don’t 
leave it to the last moment and 
then miss out for some unexpect­ 
ed reason. To vote is still one of 
the great privileges in this na­ 
tion. 


IT IS UNFORTUNATE, 
and 
dangerous, that so few people 
vote in our elections. In Germ 
any, under Hitler, and in present-* 
day Russia, the vote runs in the 
top ninety per cent, but 
then, 
there is a slight difference; the 
candidates are picked by the dic­ 
tator's 
party 
machinery, 
and 
only one name appears for each 
office on the ballot. To write in 
a name, in Hitler's Germany, 
would "spoil" the ballot, and I 
suspect it would be little short of 
suicidal in Russia. To vote free­ 
ly is therefore an ounce of pre­ 
vention against the Hitler and 
Russian systems. 
Coming back to the absentee 
ballot: If you know you can t get 
to the polls on June 5. you sim­ 
ply write a note saying (1) that 
you expect to be unavoidably ab­ 
sent from your precint on elec­ 
tion day. or that (2) becuase of 
physical disability, you will be 
unable to vote in your precinct 
on election day. 
You give your 
name, as you registered it: your 
address, and your precinct (if 
you know it!) and your Party af­ 
filiation—and you must be sure 
to give the address to which you 
want the absentee ballot mailed. 
All further instructions will be 
sent you with the ballot, and I 
repeat, it must be back in the 
mail postmarked before or on 
June 5, not later. 
For men and women 
in the 
armed forces or the auxiliary 


branches of the armed forces, 
there is an additional privilege. 
You m ay register at the same 
time, if you are not already reg­ 
istered. 
There is also a slight 
additional handicap. 
The handi­ 
cap is time, as you must get to 
this more quickly, in order to get 
your ballot back to you. and to 
get it in the mail on or before 
the 5th. 
The advantage is that, 
if you are not registered, as you 
must be to vote, then you may 
register at the same time. When 
you write for the absentee bal­ 
lot. you also ask for a registra­ 
tion blank, and send it back with 
the ballot. The registration must 
be filled out in the presence of a 
Commanding Officer, "not below 
the rank of Sergeant or, Petty Of­ 
ficer.” or any other person au­ 
thorized to administer and attest 
oaths. 


THE ABSENTEE ballot itself, 
ljke any other ballot, is voted 
secretly, not before a witness, 
and is scaled and mailed by the 
voter. 
Incidentally, the privilege of 
voting by absentee ballot, or of 
registering, as slated above, is 
also given the spouse and the 
voting-age 
dependents 
of 
the 
armed services voters. The law 
says you also get free air mail 
and post card privileges in con­ 
nection with such votes and ap­ 
plications, but *if you want the 
advice 
of 
your 
Congressman, 
you’d better shoot 6 cents and 
put a stamp on the envelope and 
be done with it. 
For all I know and suspect, you 
would probably have to fill out 
a request in quadruplicate to get 
a stamp. Besides, the post office 
department needs the money! 
Don’t try to save time and file 
applications for absentee ballots 
for both the June 5 and the Nov.- 
ember 6 elections at the same 
time. No can do. 
Ask immedi­ 
ately for the prim ary ballot, and 
wait until October 17 to ask for 
one for the General Election. 
Good luck, and may the best 
candidates win, especially in the 
race for nomination for "Repre­ 
sentative in Congress from the 
29th District of California.” And 
for the fourth, and positively the 
last time, I state that I am not. 
repeat not. supporting any one 
of the six Republican candidates 
(nor cither of the two Democra­ 
tic candidates, if there is any 
question in your minds!) either 
openly or quietly, and I have 
written 
no letter nor have I 
made any statement which can 
be construed to imply such sup­ 
port. 
They do not know them­ 
selves which one I am going to 
vote for. Until June 5, the girls 
and boys are strictly on their 
own.

NEW YORK W -T h e baseball 
world looks or the arrival of Sal 
Magüe with the Brooklyn Dodgers 
as one of the weirdest events in 
the history of the game 
Not even the days when Brook­ 
lyn made a habit of putting three 
men on base — the same base- 
holds a candle to the “Barber" 
taking over a Flatbush chair. The 
inference was that he'd better 
keep his razor handy. 
Bot to Magüe, once one of the 
most detested of the hated Giants, 
it's “just like coming home .” 
"It was a much stranger feel­ 
ing when the Giants sold me to 
Cleveland in mid-1951," Magüe 
explained as he sat in the Dodger 
dressing room with that unfamil­ 
iar lettering across his chest. 
"That was really a startling feel­ 
ing.” 


SAL HAD A faraway look in his 
eyes as he ran a hand across his 
famed five o'clock shadow, the 
ever-blooming stubble which re­ 
sulted in his nickname when he 
came up to the Giants 111 1950 aft­ 
er playing in the Mexican League. 
That was when Leo Durocher took 
one glance and grunted: 
"Ho looks more like the Barber 
handling the end chair.” 
After which, in more than five 
s e a s o n s as a Giant, Maglie 
“shaved" a lot of rivals — with 
the closest razor jobs held in re­ 
serve for the Dodgers. Through 
that period he won 22 from Brook­ 
lyn and lost only six, hurling five 
shutouts at the club he most lov ed 
to beat. 


BUT THEN HE was sold to 
Cleveland and there, among a 
wealth of pitchers, Maglie got 
lost. Last season he pitched only 
26 innings for the Indians 
This 
spring they used him for only five 
Innings in two games before tak­ 
ing Brooklyn’s cash last week. 
"Going to Cleveland was the 
tough jump," Magüe insisted as 
he looked around at his new 
Brooklyn teammates. "It was a 
case of strange parks, strange 
bitters sr.d nothing but strange 
faces " 
There was a satisfied grin on 
the lean, saturnine face which 
glowers habitually when he is on 
the mound. 
"This is almost like coming 
home. After all, I've known all 
these guys for years, 1 know all 
tha National League parks.and I 
know the hitters. Even when I 
walked in here, in the Dodger 
clubhouse, I felt like they all were 
old friends of mine." 
" 


MAGLIE’S HOPES are high as 
ha contemplates pitching with that 
famed Dodger power behind him. 
“I wasn't pitching well for a 
while because of a bad back." he 
explained. "Favoring it gave me 
bad pitching habits. But I'm 
straightened out now and I feel 
okay. I think I can help Brook­ 
lyn.” 
Which, whether he admits it or 
not, ara words you never thought 
you’d hear from “the Barber," 
the man who paced the dramatic 
Giant pennant march which un­ 
seated the Dodgers in 1951. 
Now, if the Dodgers can only 
get Bobby Thomson from Milwau­ 
kee that senario will be complete.

SAN FRANCISCO <w — A preview of the U.S. Olym­ 
pic trials wil be held in the California Relays at Modes­ 
to Saturday when the top stars of the nation compete 
in special 100-yard dash, 440, pole vault and high jump 
events. 
And It is going to be a sad sight 
to see some very capable 9.3 
sprinters finishes third or fourth 
in the century: 
Hard to believe, isn't it? 
Could any Texan, for instance, 
conceive of the possibiUty of Bob­ 
by Whilden of Texas and Bobby 
Morrow of Abilonq Christian fin­ 
ishing third and fourth in any 100- 
yard dash? 
IN THIS RACE it's possible! 
Whilden has been timed in 9.1 and 
Morrow in 9.2—each with a strong 
tail-wind. But Mike Agostini of 
Fresno State and Trinidad and 
Leamon King of California each 
has equalled the world mark of 
9.3 for the 100—without wind. 
There's another guy running in 
the race. too. Fellow name of 
Pat Coyle, who just won the 100 
and 220 in the Pacific Coast Con­ 
ference meet. Pat's best time is 
9.5—and you have to give him 
credit for even entering. 
Because of his fierce competi­ 
tive spirit, some of the track 
coaches are picking King, the Cal­ 
ifornian. 
"He runs just fast 
enough to win every time," is the 
concensus. 
IN THE HIGH JUMP it’s going 
to be the same way There's Don 
Stewart, the 19-year-dld Southern 
M e t h o d i s t freshman who has 
cleared 6-10 1-4; Bill Russell of 
USF and Charles Dumas of Comp­ 
ton College, and Herman Wyatt of 
the Santa Clara Youth Center, all 
with "bests" of 6-9 1-4. 
If the seven-foot barrier ever is 
going to be reached, the potential 
lies in this group.

Trojan Club 
Urges Fullest 
Fund Publicity 


Conference Plans 


Probe Into Huge 


Proselyting Fund 
LOS ANGELES Ml — Members 
of the Trojan Club, one of the 
University of Southern CaUfornia's 
strongest alumni groups, today 
challenged other alumni organiza­ 
tions in the Pacific Coast Confer­ 
ence to make public their records 
in order "to clean up the whole 
mess." 
The challenge followed charges 
by J. Miller Leavy, deputy district 
attorney and member of UCLA's 
Alumni Athletic Advisory Board, 
thstt USC paid out *71.235 over a 
two-year period to athletes. 
LEAVY TOLD a press confer­ 
ence Wednesday he presented evi­ 
dence that USC was guilty of "un­ 
dercover activities to the PCC as 
an individual "so we can put all 
violators on the same basis.” 
The Trojan Club, although not 
named by Leavy as the violator, 
said it was willing to cooperate 
with the PCC if it could be as­ 
sured other groups would have the 
courage “to come clean.” 
'"All of the aiumni groups arc 
equally guilty." said one Trojan 
Club member. 
Other members 
declared ’"an honest confession'’ 
by' alumni groups would result in 
drafting a "reaUstic code" for the 
conference. 


Conference Plans 
Probe of SC Funds 
VICTORIA, B.C. 8B—The Pacific 
Coast Conference, reeling under 
blovts that threaten to knock the 
West Coast clear out of the foot­ 
ball picture, girded itself today for 
an investigation into alleged pros­ 
elyting at the Jniversity of South­ 
ern California. 
The Trojans, always a power­ 
house in PCC football, came un­ 
der the unwelcome glare of the 
PCC’s investigative spotUght when 
a deputy district attorney from 
Los Angeles charged USC athletes 
had received $71,235 from a secret 
fund over a two-year period. 


ALREADY TWO M E M B E R 
schools have suffered severe pen­ 
alties for permitting athletes to 
accept under-the-table payments. 
Washington was hit early this 
year with a *53,000 “fine" and 
probation. 
UCLA at the PCC 
meeting here, was clobbered with 
a *95,000 fine, three-year proba­ 
tion and loss of one year eligibil­ 
ity for ail athletes who accepted 
the illegal payments. 
J. Miller Leavy, the attorney 
and prominent UCLA 
alumni, 
charged Wednesday a booster club 
which he refused to identify, "by 
its own records shows that in a 
two-year period . . . *71,235 was 
distributed to no less than 60 
named University of Southern Cal­ 
ifornia athletes." 


THE ATTORNEY REFUSED to 
name the athletes alleged to be 
beneficiaries of the "secret" fund. 
"The boys had to get a just 
standard of living," he said. “It 
was unfortunate the only way they 
could was in taking such pay­ 
ments." 
Fred D. Fagg Jr., USC presi­ 
dent, would not comment on 
Leavy's charges other than to 
point out that USC and other 
member shcools have started in­ 
vestigations on their own "in ac­ 
cordance with the May 7 meeting 
of the presidents of conference 
schools at San Francisco."

Herb Score Goes After Strike-Out 


Mark with 67 in 60 Innings So Far

Herb Score, the rookie sensation of 1955, is taking 
dead aim at teammate Bob Feller’s all-time strikeout 
mark /or a single season. 
The 22-year-old southpaw struck out seven hatters 
as the Cleveland Indians whiped the Boston Red Sox, 
J6-3, Wednesday and now has whiffed 67 rivals in 60* 
innings. 
At that pace—the Indian? have 
completed one fifth of their sched­ 
ule—Score will wind up with 535 
whiffs in 300 frames. 
The great Feller set the major 
league record of 348 strikeouts in 
1946 when he pitched 371 innings. 
Feller, Walter Johnson and Rube 
Waddell are the only modem 
pitchers who have whiffed 300 bat­ 
ters in one season and Waddell's 
343-tom in 1904 stood for 42 years 
before Feller broke it. 
SCORE. WHO STRUCK OUT 245 
batters to set a record for a rook­ 
ie last season, was credited with 
his fifth triumph of the year Wed­ 
nesday although he needed help 
from Don Mossi when ho hit a 
wild streak in the eighth inning 
and walked four batters.

Adenauer Fears Allies Will Make 


Deal with Reds at Bonn's Expense

Adenauer 
seems to have succeeded in calm- 
in Allied fears that he might start 
direct negotiations with Russia on 
German unit. 
But the Allies — the United 
States, Great Britain and France 
—have not succeeded in calming 
Adenauer's fears that they might 
make some agreement with the 
Kremlin that 
would harden his 
country's division. 
This question of German cuifi 
cation lies in the background of 
every conference the Allies hold 
with Russia or hold among them 
selves. 


TO AD EN AU ER and his fellow 
Germans, it is naturally the big­ 
gest European question. 
West German Foreign Minister 
Heinrich Brentano announced not 
long ago that Wilhelm Haas. Ade­ 
nauer's ambassador 
to 
Russia, 
had been instructed to take up 
the unification question with the 
Kremlin. 
That naturally caused something 
of a sensation in Allied capitals. 
Anxiety arose at once that Ade­ 
nauer might make a private deal 
which would weaken 
West Ger­ 
many's ties with its fellow mem­ 
bers of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 


AD EN AU ER HAS since made it 
plain that he simply wants to keep 
the unification question fully alive, 
and that he means 
to 
keep it 
alive in the minds of the Big 
Three Western allies as well as 
the Russians. 
A d e n a u e r said in a recent 
speech at a meeting of his Chris­ 
tian Democratic party that he re­ 
mains as always distrustful of 
Russia. 
The downgrading of Josef* Stal­ 
in, he said, 
does not mean a 
change in the Communist goal of 
world domination. 
"W e are faced, as before, with 
a power bloc that seeks its own 
goals with a new and pehaps more 
dangerous set of tactics,’ he said.

WASHINGTON IW—The “ second 
ehance" farm bill is on President 
Eisenhower's desk. 
A top agriculture departm ent of­ 
ficial today clearly indicated he 
expects the President to sign it. 
Congress completed action

the bill and sent it to the White 
House Wednesday. 
It 
contained 
just 
about what the

wanted. And it excluded just about 
what he didn't want. 
The core of the bill is the ad­ 
m inistration's $1.2 billion soil bank.
